Before the war, the Government 
farm program provided support 
prices ranging from 52 to 75 per- 
cent of pacity 

The new bill also rewrites the 
formula for determining parity. In 
general the rarity price is that 
which would maintain a fair rela- 
tionship betweer the price of farm 
crops and the prices of goods 
bought b» farmers. 

Aiken said that congressional 
action on the program is a “must.”

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Insuring the Peace at Rome 


Judge Claude Porter, of Rome, has 
taken what should be an effective means 
of ending the violences growing out of 
the strike at the Anchor Cotton Mills. 

In passing out sentences of from 10 to 
20 days to eight workers—four strikers 
and a like number of non-union members 
—for violating a court injunction restrain- 
ing each party from interfering with the 
legal rights of the other, Judge Porter 
warned that further violations would re- 
sult in more severe punishment. 

Certainly the court is justified in its 
position. Indeed, the entire State has had 
cause for apprehension since the revela- 
tion that a large number of pistol-toting 
permits have been issued employees of 
the Anchor Mills since the strike was 
called. Incidentally, four of the permits 
were issued to officials of the Mill before 
the strike began and while negotiations 


for a settlement were still cominuing. 

Having thus served notice on both par- 
ties that further disregard of the court’s 
order will not be tolerated, Judge Porter 
can be depended upon to deal stringently 
with those responsible should there be 
any more disorders. In this of course, he 
will have the full support of every think- 
ing Georgian. ; 

The majority of the State’s citizens 
have little patience for such such long- 
continuing labor disputes since the noto- 
riety attendant to even one such can 
drive away more new industry than the 
State Agricultural and Industrial Devel- 
opment Board can attract in many a year. 

It seems to us that the points at issue 
in Rome might well be arbitrated but, if 
those involved refuse,.then we are glad 
that steps have been taken.at least to 
prevent any more bloodshed.

When You Nail Down a Lie 


A few weeks ago The Atlanta Consti- 
tution took time out to nail down a bald- 
faced lie published in a Negro paper, the 
Chicago Defender. It published on its first 
page a story under an eight-column ban- 
ner head reporting that a Negro had been 
removed from a bus and handcuffed for 
two hours to a telephone pole in front of 
a high school in East Point and the stu- 
dents called out to jeer at him. 


This was so obviously a complete false- 
hood that one wondered how even so in- 
flammatory a paper as this Negro journal 
could publish it, but we checked nonethe- 
less. We checked not only the high school 
for white students but the one for Negro 
students. We also checked homes near the 
schools and every other available source. 


No such thing had happened. The Negro 
had been routinely arrested for profanity 
on the bus and for disorderly conduct and 
had admitted his guilt by putting up a $17 
bond and not appearing to defend it. 


In concluding we took a look at the ad 
columns of the Negro paper and expressed 
an opinion that this paper, while radically, 
and by at least one false story, was seeking 
to push its campaign for equal rights for 
the Negro, it cynically portrayed him in 
its ad columns as an ignorant, stupid, gam- 
bling, cheating, superstitious person in the 
market for crooked dice, marked cards, 
love potions, charms, good luck pieces, 


hair-straightener (to look like white per- 
sons), and other similar merchandise. 

Ignoring the fact it had been caught in 
a lie, the paper has gone into a great tirade 
against The Atlanta Constitution because 
we revealed the fact that the paper, by its 
ads, lives in part off the worst qualities 
ascribed to the Negro by his enemies, and 
that it assists in perpetuating those quali- 
ties in the ignorant and poor Negroes who 
read it. 

The Constitution has therefore been 
attacked as “The Bugle of White Suprem- 
acy;” its letter column has been denounced 
as a place where “Uncle Tom” Negroes 
can have their ideas published and where 
“Bible-soaked” Negroes refuse to follow 
their true leaders. 

This is all very amusing to a degree. 

But, we looked again and—sure enough 
—the Defender still is advertising those 
companies which sell Negro readers dice, 
cards, luck charms, love potions, methods 
to win women and so on. 

The Constitution is amused. We will 
continue to try our best to print no lies, 
to stir up no hatreds between peoples, but 
to do our dead level best to do an honest 
job for all the citizens of this State and 
country, white and colored.

Congress Urged To Vote Anti-Cancer Fund 


WASHINGTON—Congress has been urged to make an all-out attack on cancer similar to the con- | 
centrated effort we put forth during the war to produce the world shattering atomic bomb. It cost us | 


two billion dollars to produce the mighty A-bomb, plus all the scientific brains and technical 
skill we were able to bring to bear on the project. But it was probably worth far more than that 
to us, measured in the value of human lives saved by the premature ending of the war with Japan. 


Two of the bombs dropped with obliterating 
effect on Hiroshima and Nagasaki brought about 
an abrupt ending of the Japanese war. The Japs, 
realizing they were finished from the devastating 
effects of the bombs, hastened to meet our de- 
mands of unconditional surrender after that. 
But for this the war might have been prolonged 
for another year, necessitating our putting down 
an invasion army against the home islands—at a 
dreadful cost of lives. 

Some of our more far-sighted leaders in Con- 
gress are urging that we make the same bold ap- 
proach to the problem of eradicating cancer, a 
disease that takes a vast toll of lives annually. 


It is argued that if we show the same de- 
gree of imagination and courage as President 
Roosevelt did in ordering unlimited expendi- 
tures for atomic research, we can accomplish 
the same spectacular results in the field of 
medicine as we did in the category of war. 


What we should do, it is proposed, is set up 
a Government-sponsored clinic for research in 
the cure and prevention of camcer, with the sky 
as the limit in the amount of funds to be made 
- available for that purpose. 

In other words, of more concretely, Congress 
would be asked. to earmark one billion dollars— 
or twe billion if necessary—for scientific research 
in the treatment of this death-dealing disease. 

Such a fund would command the best brains 


in science and medicine, not only in this country. 


but throughout the world. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that if a cure for cancer is humanly pos- 
sible, it could be arrived at by this concentrated 
effort. 

That is how we produced the atomic bomb, 
seemingly a far more intricate problem. ‘There is 
no reason to suppose we could not meet with 
equal suecess on the probl-*m of cancer, if we 
applied ourselves in the same way. 

The humanitarian side of the question is 


enough to justify any effort we might put forth | 


to find a cure for the disease. But since humani- 
tarian motives are not always compelling, Con- 
gress might well consider another side — the 
economic phase. 


Cancer last year accounted fér approximately 
190,000 deaths in the United States. But for its 
inroads 190,000 people 1 ight have lived longer 
and more useful lives. Over a 10-year period 
that means that nearly 2,000,000 people are taken 


away from their life’s toil prematurely by this | 


one malady alone.

In Bermuda

BERMUDA—(Via Colonial Air Lines) — 
A little old lady in a neat gray dress, her 
white hair primly shaded with a black veiled bonnet and 
her hands encased in white gloves, slid off her bicycle in 
front of St. Paul’s Church in Paget. 
She nodded to a pair of heavier women, obviously sis- 
ters. alighting from a black carriage. 
The church bells tolled, a mite-sized taxi rolled up, four 
children raced toward the little white coral sanctuary— 
-and Sunday had officially come to Bermuda. 


The community of the oldest churches in the West- 
ern Hemisphere does not take its Sabbath lightly. Ac- 
tivity draws to a near halt, public places are barred, 
and the winding paths through stone walls and fra- 
grant flowers might be, in their atmosphere, the path- 
ways of any reverent country village. 


Inside St. Paul’s, the hand-hewn cedar pews, timeless 
as faith itself, filled with worshipers who have ever been 
true to the old Church of England. 

The windows were open and the blinding sunlight fell 
on the bank of Easter lilies piled lavishly on the altar. 

The voice of the old rector, thin and sear as leaves in 
Autumn, floated lightly through the room, as if he were 
reluctant to drown out the wild song of the cardinals out- 
side in their own palaces of glory, and the obbligato of 
horses’ hooves falling rythmically on the hard coral road. 


There again was the rock-like feeling of perma- 
nence you experience in Bermuda, which makes it first 
a country—then a resort. The resort, while it turns 
the wheels of Bermuda life. is somehow only inciden- 
tal, common with the sun, the water and nature itself. 


Each Sundav night sees another facet of Bermuda’s way 
with its visitors. 

There is a point at its highest hill, overlooking the “S” 
of islands that is the magic archipelago, called the Eagles 
Nest, where guests are invited to dine with a groaning 
oe a quarter of a block long, weighted with smorgas- 

ord. 

When the supper is finished, the diners find their way 
downstairs with candlelight flares into a stone rathskeller 
built obviously as a fortress and lookout. 

The Hayward Choir is introduced. It is a group of 
Negro girls and boys who sing under the direction of a 
blind Negro pianist, Launcelot Hayward, who was edu- 
cated in music in America with money from the Bermuda 
Rotary Club. He is considered by many the islands’ finest 
musician. 


Sunday night they sang softly, there in the Eagles 
Nest—things like Brahms’ “Lullaby.” “Ave Maria.” 
shouted spirituals and the old familiar “Shadrack,” 
then stopped their singing to hear Launcelot’s inter- 
pretation of “Claire de Lune.” 

Miriam Hopkins, the movie actress. was in the room 
and they sang something for her, and then, for no reason 
at all, someone began “Raftmblin’ Wreck.” 

It made me feel so much at home I found myself hum- 


ming “My Country “Tis of Thee” to their own melody, 
“God Save the King.”

Trade Barriers Must Go, 
Evans Tells Women Voters

An international multi-lateral trading system is vital to 


future world peace and prosperity, John W. Evans, Special} 
Advisor on Trade Agreements to the Office of International} 3 
Trade, U. S. Department of Commerce, told-the Atlanta a 


League of Women Voters here Wednesday. 


Evans, a representative at the 
Geneva and Havana conferences 
On international trade agreements, 
sketched development of the Inter- 
national Trade Organization pro- 
posals and declared the program 
would not only help the Marshall 
Plan to succeed, but would reduce 
ultimate cost of the European Re- 
covery Program. 

“Make no mistake—the United 
States, as well as foreign nations, 
needs a large volume of world 
trade,” Evans said. 

“We have a bigger stake in 
world trade than we ever had be- 
fore World War II. All the gold 
in Fort Knox would not pay for 
all our necessary future imports— 
and this country faces serious un- 
employment unless we maintain a 
high level of imports.” 

The speaker illustrated reluc- 
tance of smaller foreign nations to 
abandon old discriminatory trade 
practices and tariffs. “‘They’re like
